At noon he met Commissioner Whalen, who 

advised him in detail regarding conditions 
in Chicago. 

Although Dr.. Egan declined to discuss the 
question, it is evident that he does not be- 
lieve the contagion is being. gpread to any 
great extent through the city's milk supply. 

Dr, Egan said: “I consider the situation 
in Chicago and northern Illinois exceeding- 
ly grave. The fact that the death rate is 
small makes the situation all the more diffi- 
cult to haridle because when the number of 
deaths from an infectious disease is small 
the people will not.obey quarantine rules 
as readily as they will when the death rate 
is high and they become alarmed.

than others. Children between 2 and 10 
years old are more likely to contract the 
disease than a* any other age.

Tells of Preventive Measures. 


“ An excellent precaution ts to use an anti- 
septic gargle several times a day. his 
may not prevent @ person catching the 
ease, but it will reduce the Ehime 98 al 
recommend that use this gargie 
until the danger ie over. I have two chil- 
dren at home in Springfield and I make both 
of them use a gargie daily. I aminot in favor 
of closing the Chicago public schools in the 
present grisis. I think the health officials 
have better supervision over the children 
when they are going to school than when 
they are at home or in the streets. 

‘Of course, there should be a better med- 
ical supervision of school children by the 
city. There sheuld be sufficient medical in- 
speotors for one to visit every public and 
private school in the city daily. The city 
should also have an isolation hospital for 
ecarlet fever and diphtheria cases. 


Many Cases Not Reported. 


‘Dr, Whalen telle me that in January there 
were 4,000 cases of scarlet fever and 925 cases 
of diphtheria in the city. This is from an 
estimated population of 275,000 children be- 
tween 2 and 10 years of age. We discussed 
particularly the percentege of cases reported, 
the number of houses placarded, and the 
homes disinfected. He said that practically 
alb of the cases being treated by physicians 
are reported to the health department. But 
there are a large number of cazes which are 
not treated by physicians and are consequent- 
ky never reported. I should say that 20 per 
cent of the cases are of this class. He said 
that all the homes where cases are reported 
are phlacarded and disinfected. I will have noe 
definite recommendations to make until T 
have completed my investigation.” 


Police in Wild Goose Chase. 


The police were called upon late in the aft- 
ernoon to locate a quantity of infected bed 
clothing that had been placed in the yard in 
the rear of 764 Nerth Mozart avenue for dis- 
infection and was stolen.. Detectives were 
sent out by Lieut. Darrow to trace the blank- 
ets and quilts, and when they almost had 
run them down they were told they had not 
been exyfosed to contagion, but had been hung 
out for an airing. 

The Chicago Milk Dealers’ association has 
announced a meeting to be held in Willard 
hall tomorrow evening. It is said that it will 
take the form of an attack upon Chief Milk 
Inspector T. F. Gray and his assistants, who, 
the small dealers allege, favor tife larger 
concerns. 

Because of the epidemic the central sta- 
tion of the police department, for several 
years at room 8 of the city hal, is now at 181 
Washington street, in the old Times building, 
whence it was moved to the city halla ‘ 
five yeare ago. The health department, 
cause of its increased force ad to have more 
room, and, after a coftro Y lasting sev- 
eral days, the health officers were given pos- 
session. 


Oak Park Schools Closed. 


At a meeting of the Oak Park board of 
thealth and representatives of the high 
ech and public schools, held in the even- 
ing at the village hall, it was decided to close 
all the schools indefinitely or until the epi- 
demic is controlled. The action of the au- 
thorities was influenced by the report that 
six new cases of contagious diseases had been 
reported during the day.

Laundryman Gives a Clew.

In 
order to avoid carrying the contagion, I have 
been living away from home, but my wife 
has just informed me over the telephonethat 
the laundry man called as usual for our 
laundry, that when she asked him if he did 
not eee the scarlet fever signs, he replied, 
certainly, but that made no difference to 
him, that the laundries took laundry from 
scarlet fever houses the same as from any 
other place. It occurs fo me that something 
ought to be done toward stopping this prac- 
tice, if there actually is any truth in the 
theory that scarlet feven isa disease which 
can be carried. I wish to say that he did 
not get any laundry from my place. I do 
not know whether your paper cares to be 
informed of such things or not, but I thought 
possibly it was my duty to give publicity, 
as far as possible, to this sort of thing.

IN THAW'S TRIAL 


Three "iideeaen Exensed, 3 
Added, Leaving the Num- 
ber Still Eleven. =~ 


MORE MAY E BE TAKEN OUT. 
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Whole Say a Coultent. gf the. 
Between Jerome and the 
Defense. 
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New York, Jan. 31.—[Speciail.}—They add- 
ed three jurors today to the list of talesmen 
.accepted to try Harry K. Thaw for the mur- 
der of Stanford White, but they subtracted 
exactiy the same number, £0 that the dey 
closed, as it did on Wednesday, with only 
eieven jurors in the box. 

It was a disappointment all around, for 
both the district attorney and counsel for the. 
defense were dnxious to complete today and 
get under way with the real trial. 

The consequence of the delay ts thet there 


evidence will hot be begitin until next Mon- 
day. The court does not, as a rule. sit on 
Saturday, and there is among lawyers and 
judges a general disinclination to interrupt 
the course of an important tria! by a two day 
intermission except when it is necessary to 
do so. 

Another change was also made in the pro- 
gram today. It is now planned that Assist- 
ant District.Attorney Garvan shall make the 
opening addrese to the jury, Mr. Garvan 
has all along been.assisting wr. Jerome ‘in 
the examination of the talesmen. His talk 
will not be long, and when it is finished the 
prosecution will at once begin the presenta- 
tion of its evidence. 


Jerome the Better General. 

When the day’s doings were over this after- 
noon no less than 296 talesmen had been ex- 
amined and a fourth panel had been sum- 
moned to appear in court tomorrow morn- 
ing. This will make a total of 500 talesmen 
summoned to appear for examination as pos- 
sible jurors in the Thaw case. 

The general opinion was that Mr. Jerome 
had rather outgeneraled the Thaw forces 
thus far in the*trial. .- He had at,all events 
gone thus far fm the selection of the jurymen 
without exha 
his original allowance of thirty peremptory 
challenges, while the defense had used up 
twenty-nine. This would heve put . the 
Thaw lawyers in a pretty tight hole tomor- 
row’ had it not been for the fact that Mr. 
Jerome, in view of the fact thet still another 
panel had been summoned, agreed: that it 
would be fair to allow each side ten more 
peremptory challenges. Justice Fitzgerald 
consented to this arrangement and it was so 
ordered. ’ 

Despite the tediousness of the process of 
filling the jury box old attendants at court 
are of the opinion that, in view of the im- 
portance of the case, excellent progress has 
been made in getting jurors. _ In the first 
Molineaux case it was recalled around the 
Criminal Courts building the process of com- 
pleting the jury occupied about six weeks. 
The Thaw trial has been in progress since a 
week ago last Wednesday, and the jury is 
now all but complete. 


May Dismiss! More Jurors. 


There is, of course, the possibility that still 
more of the jurors already selected may be 
dismissed. This possibility, indeed, amounts 
to a strong probability if the reports regard- 
ing one of the later jurors chosen are to be 
believed. It was stated last night by one 
of the prisoner’s counsel that at least one 
more of the present jurors was likely to be 
excused from serving in the case. 

Up to the present time seventeen men have 
been selected to act.as jurors. Of these six 
have been excused for various reasons. §o0 
far as is known this number constitutes a 
record in the New York courts for jurors who 
have been sworn in and then excused from 
service. 

The court was half an hour late tn conven- 
ing this morning and all sorts of rumors were 
at once afloat regarding the cause. Then it 
was learned that the district attorney and 
counsel for the defense were in conference 
with Justice Fitzgerald. and it was soon well 
understood that the conference had to do 
with the excuse of another juror or so. There 
was little surprise, therefore, when at 11 
o'clock Justice Fitzgerald took his seat and 
Mr. Jerome addressed him as soon as the roll 
of jurors had been called by Clerk Penney. 


Let Out Two at Once. 


“ Your honor,” said the district attorney, 
“counsel for the people and for the defense 
have been in consultation, and for good and 
sufficient reasons, counsel for the defenge 
concurring, we ask that jurors No. 4 and 
No. 9 be excused from further attendance.” 

Mr. Hartridge gave a confirmatory nod 
when Justice Fitzgerald looked at him, and 
the judge then sald: 

“Jurors Haas and Walker are excused 
from further attendance.”’ 

The two jurors at once arose and left the 
jury box. It wage plain,that.they were both 
taken by surprise, and they had no explana- 
tion to offer. Mr. Walker said: 

“JT was surprised to be excused, for I had 
received no intimation of it, and I have no 
idea what the cause was. But, while I am 
surprised at getting out of it, Iam no more 
surprised than Iwas at getting into it im the 
first place after I had testified that I knew 
the late Stanford White and several mem- 
bers of the Thaw family. However, I am 
mighty glad to get out of it for all that.” 


Jerome’s Foot Slips. 


It was the consensus of opinion that Mr. 
Jerome’s foot had slipped a trifle when he 
admitted Mr. Walker to the jury in the 
first place and that excusing this juror 
was merely a rectification: of his earlier 
error. 

As to the case of Mr. Haas, there was 
no adequate explanation obtainable. One 
story had it that he was well acquainted 
with Daniel O’ Reilly of Thaw's couneel. He 
wouldn't say anything about it. He shad 
described himself as a candy manufacturer 
Y ot 127 West Ninety-sixth street. Both he 
and Mr. Walker were among the youngest 
jurors that had been selected. 

The third man ket go today was Henry I. 
Kleinberger. Mr. Klieinberger was chosen 
Wednesday afternoon, He is a silk mer- 
chant of 476 Broadway and was the only 
foreign born man in the jury box. 

Mr. Kieinberger’s family physician called 
up Mr. Jerome's office and told Assistant Dis- 
trict Afftorney Kresel that Mr. Kleinberger’s 
health was such thet it might be seriously 
impaired by prolonged confinement with the 
jury and the great responsibility incident to 
the consideration of such a cage. 


Third Juror Is Excused. 

When the district attorney got word from 
Mr. Kresel about Mr. Kleinberger there was 
a long conference. between counsel for both 
sides and Justice Fitzgerald, at the end of 
which Mr. Jerome made a forma! request 
that the juror be excused by common consent. 
Justice Fitzgerald actea on the request at 
once. 

Still it looked possible that the box would 
be filled before the close of the afternoon 
session, for two jurors had been promptly 
chosen in the morning to fill the vacancies 
left by Mr. Haas and Mr. Walker. The first

This was the headquarters of the original 
referendum crowd, the place where the hbydra- 
headed petition had its birth. At 8 o'clock 
in the evening it was alleged that 98,000 of 
the signatures had been tabulated and the 
clerks still were counting. The floor was 
strewn with papers, and through a haze of 
cigar smoke the clerks toiled on in an 8x14 
room, 

The Federation of Labor brought in more 
than 10,000 names. Nearly 5,000 more were 
contributed by the street car employés. The 
Good Government club presented 2,000 sig- 
natures with the seal of the organization on 
every petition sheet. Thirty packages of ref- 
erendum petitions came in by special deliv- 
ery. In the afternoon dozens of representa- 
tives of various trade unions brought in thou- 
sands of petitions. 


Mayor’s Womerti Aids Busy. 


Misa Haley and Dr. Dé Bey were she inter- 
esting figures at the headquarters of the In- 
dependence league. 

They worked unceasingly, counting the 
signatures, checking up on each sheet by 
numbering them and then pasting in scrap- 
books the margin. from each sheet, so they 
would be able to trace back to the- person 
who brought in the sheet in the event of any 
dispute over the name. Mise Haley and Dr. 
De Bey aid not take time for lunch. They 
contented themselves with toast and tea and 
pickles, which they ate at the rough tables 
where they worked. After it was all over 
Mise Haley said: 

* Tnever war so tired in all my life.”’ 

The real heavy work of the day—the veri- 
fication of signatures brought in by the po- 
lice department and other city employés— 
took place in the mayor’s office, where Ray- 
mond Robine was in charge. 

Mr. Robina ‘* verified ** the names of 183,000 
persons by looking at some of them. By a 
mere glance at a page of names he was able 
to tell whether they were genuine signatures. 
He was able to tell-whether they were reg- 
‘istered. voters... He Was able to determine 
whethér the names had been signed by the 
persons who bore them or by policemen who 
merely thought they ought to be signed, 
Possessing the gift of second sight, he could 
tell by looking at a stack of petitions on a 
chair: whether they were bona fide. With 
the exercise of his rare intellectual powers 
he could discriminate between actual living 
residenta of Chicago and ghosts or mythical

MURDER JURY IS DISAGREED. 


Stands Eleven to One for Acquittal of 
Rudolph Jonas and Is Discharged 
‘Without Verdict. 


Standing eleven to one for acquittal, after 


court report®d that’ It could not agree in the 
case of Rudolph Jonas, a teamster, charged 
with murder, and was discharged. Jonas was 
accused of having pushed. Albert Whorkle 
into the river, thereby causing his death, 
July 20, 1906. 

The jury was out from 4 o'clock Wednes- 
day afternoon until 4:15 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. At that ‘time it sent a note to 
Judge Pinckney, stating that the members 
desired to communicate with him. 

One of the jurors told the court that no 
agreement could be reached. Another said 
that if a little further time were given it was 
probable that the members. would be able 
to reach a verdict. The first speaker. inaist- 
ed it was impossible and on motion the jury 
was discharged. 

In one of the quickest murder trials in 
Cook county Criminal court history, Joseph 
Stanska, 19 West Twenty-fifth street, was 
found guilty of wife murder last evening and 
was sentenced to fourteen years in the peni- 
tentiary. The trial began at the opening of 
Judge Pinckney’s court yesterday morning: 
At 11 o’elock a jury head been chosen and 
the examining of witnesses begun. At 4 
o’clock the case was given to a jury and in 
less than two hours it returned its verdict. 

The murder of Mrs. Stanska ‘was committed 
May 17, 1906. Stanska offered in defenee that 
she had been accepting the attentions of 
other men.

Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 81.—[Special.j— 
Taken from her husband, to whom she had 
been married only a few months, arrested 
as'a fugitive from -justice, imprisoned for 
two days, and geleased only after the at- 
torney general of Delaware had intervened, 
was the experience of Mrs. Nora Beddell, 
niece of J. T. Parker, lieutenant governor 
of Delaware. Mrs. Beddell, who belongs 
to. one of the oldest families of Delaware, 
was released from the county prison here 
today. 


All Because of a Hat. 

The police department of Philadelphia now 
is convinced that it was deceived by repre- 
sentations made by Chief of Police Black of 
Wilmington, wto waa responsible for the 
bride being arrested. A hat valued at $21, 
purchased by Mrs. Beddell at a Wilmington 
store, as part of her wedding trousseau, was 
the cause of all the trouble. The department 
store claimed the hat was not paid for. 

Mrs. Beddell did not deny tais. She says 
she simply averlooked the item. 

William Beddell, her husband, is.employed 
in this city, and a few weeks ago they came 
here to live. They were scarcely out of their 
honeymoon when on Ttesday Chief Black of 
the Wilmington police came to the city and 
secured a warrant charging Mrs. Beddell wita 
false pretenses: Beddell was at his office 
when the detective reached the house. His 
wife pleaded with the detective not to arrest 
her, She explained that the charge was ab- 
surd; that her people were wealthy, and her 
uncle lieutenant governor of Delaware, In 
Spite of this she Was arrested, 


State Officials Act. 

When young Beddel!l was informed of his 
wife's arrest he was frantic. He retained an 
attorney to procure her release, but was 
amazed to learn that Mrs. Beddell had been 
arrested as a fugitive, and could not, there- 
fore, be admitted to bail. Black refused to 
withdraw the charge. 

Word of what had happened was sent, to 
Lieut. Gov. Parker, who communicated with 
the attorney general of Delaware. As soon 
as he was informed of the circumstances, 
Attorney General Hastings of that state 
communicated with the local authorities.

Fire Attorney to Help. 

The move of the federal authorities was 
taken after a two hour conference’ which 
Fire Attorney Hogan had iate In the after- 
noon with Attorneys James Rosenthal and 
Francis J. Hoolthan, acting for the receiver 
for the Wieboldt company, the American 
Trust and Savings bank. The plan has been 
on foot for several aays, and furnishes the 
reason why no warrant was issued for Wie- 


fire in his store at 1302 Belmont avenue last 
Sunday. Before the referee the witnesses 
are required to answer questions cr be judged 
guilty of contempt. 

No attention will be paid by the federal 
court to the alleged arson evidence, but Mr.

Langworthy Sticks to Story. 


Attorney Langworthy said last night he did 
not care what the police or the fire attorney 
thought of him; that he was acting solely in 
the interests of his client, Martha Wieboldt, 
in refusing to disclose her hiding place. He 
admitted she was not In the city, and had not 
been since Monday morning. 

“T can produce her whenever she is want- 
“T can 
reach her by telephone. She is not more than 
150 miles from Chicago. I have had two let- 
ters fromm her—the last at 11 o'clock this 
morning.”’ 

Mr. Hogan: obtained positive evidence in 
thé evening that the Wieboldt girl hadgleft 
the city last Monday mérning. 

“IT am satisfied that she and her father are 
together, either in Rock Island or fn Paducah, 
Ky.,” said Mr. Hogan. “I was informed 
during the afternoon that a man had seen 
Miss Wieboldt on an Hlinois Central train, 
and that she had told substantially the same 
story concerning her father’s probable fate 
that she made public through Mr. Langwor- 
thy on Wednesday, but I placed Httle cre- 
dence init. If that letter threatening suicide 
was hers she could not have told this improb- 
able story, for it denies guilt, Where the let- 
ter admitted it.’’ 


Says Wieboldt Is Hiding.

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AUTO DEALERS CEASE DEFENDING 
VIOLATORS OF LAW. 

Reis 
Plan Started by the Weber Company 
Whereby Chauffeur Is Compelled to 
Pay Hise Own Fine and Lose” His 
Situation When‘Guilt Is Proved 
Results in Compliance with Speed 
Reguiations—Rule Expected to Be- 
come Universal. 


On the eve of the big automobile chow there 
has been started a movement calculated to 
stamp out unlawful speeding among the men 
who are looked upon as the real offenders— 
professional chauffeurs. The Orlando F. 
Weber Automobile company, 1822 Michigan 
avenue, has taken the lead in this reform. 
The Weber company hereafter will not de- 
fend in,court any of ite chauffeurs who are 
arrésted for violating the speed limit_estab- 
lished in any city, county, or state; the 
chauffeur must pay his own fine and—last but 
not least—he will loge his job. This rule was 
established as an experiment by the offi- 
clals of the company more than a month 
ago. Previous to thet time arrests among 
their employés had averaged three a week; 
since the new rule has been adopted there 
has not been one. 


Find Rule Stops Scorching. 

* We adopted the rule first in self-defense,” 
said Mr. Weber. “It has proved of such 
value, however; that it has been made per- 
manemt. It is unnecessary to run machines 
at breakneck speed to show their péwer. If 
they can climb a hill the power is dem- 
onstrated. The only method we had of 
stamping out the evil was to place the re- 
sponsibility upon the men who violated the 
law, and we found that it did the work.”

Risks Life to Save Canary. 

In their terror the tenants seized whatever 
valuables were closest at hand and made 
their way out of the building as best they 
could. Some of the scenes enacted would 
have been comical in the extreme had it not 
been for the lurking hint of tragedy. One 
woman risked hep life by reéntering her flat 
after even the firemen had deserted it to save 
her canary. Another threw her jewel case 
out of the window and carefully carried her 
pet dog downstairs. Once down, the dog 
rean‘*away, and the woman, overcome by this 
loss, forgot her jewels and sat down on the 
doorstep to have a good cry. . 

Furniture of every description was hur- 
riedly bundleé into the street, and women 
dresee din kimonos and fur coats stood guard. 
One woman wrapped her baby up fh a heayy 
blanket and deposited it on a snow bank 
while she rushed back in the house to pull 
out some article of furniture. The houses 
in the neighborhood were thrown open to 
the refugees, and In many of them coffee and 
sandwiches were quickly made and passed 
around. 
“Fortunately, although built for a hotel to 
aceommodate the world’s fair traffic, the 
building was not as fllmsy as many others. 
Fire walis divide it into eight compartments, 
and thie flames were confined to one of theese. 
Nevertheless, the police deemed best to warn 
all the tenants save those living in the north- 
east corner and farthest removed from dan- 
ger, to move with their household goods into 
the street. 


Many Children in Building. 

There are fifty-three flats and three store 
rooms in the building, and of the flats fifty- 
one were occupied. The number of children 
in the building was placed at 182 by the jan- 
jtor, but Cochran & McCluer, agents for the 
building, declare this number is too high. 

The building is owned by Jottn M. Hoffman 
of River Forest, and is valued by him at 
$150,000. The damage to it by fire is esti- 
mated by the agents at $35,000, and by Chief 
Horan: at $20,000. The/loss to the five ten- 
ants whose flats were burned out is about 
$15,000, and. none of them carried any insur- 
ance.

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MODEL VILLAGE FOR CHILDREN 
PLANNED AT PHILADELPHIA. 


First Institution of Its King in World 
Is Made Possible by the Will of 


Henry Seybert. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 31.—[{Special.]—By 
plans for the disposal of the $1.500,000 fund 
left by Henry Seybert in 1883, and which 
were made known today, a model village for 
children covering 300 acres, and the first of 
its kind in the world, is to be built at Mead- 
ow Brook farm, thirteen miles north of 
Philadelphia. 

There will be cottages for 1,000 poor chil- 
dren and school training facilities. Other 
branches of child saving wark will be de- 
veloped in the future as need arises under 
the institution which was created by Sey- 
bert in honor of his father and mother. 

The ehfldren’s bureau, created as a clear- 
ing house for a model village, will begin 
business on Feb. 15 by going to the relief of 
the Juvenile court offering to “‘grovide for 
destitute and neglected children and those 
whose delinquencies, if any, are not suffi- 
clently serious. to require commitment to a 
house of refuge.”’ 

The Children’s Aid society, now having 
1,100 children under its care, is to work side 
by side in the same office building and all 
agencies are to be invited to participate in 
harmonizing and developing the work of 
child’ saving and child training, child em- 
ployment, and child legislation. 

Self-government will be practicediand vari- 
ous<special departments will be run by boys. 
Engineers and architects are at work 6n plans 
now to create the model child city. 

Seybert was a chemist and the son of a 
distinguished chemist. He led an eccentric 
life, studied and traveled abroad, left a be- 
quest for the investigation of spiritualism, 
and gave the city the bell and clock which 
mark the hours in the belfry of Independence 
hall.

Municipal Judge Eberhardt Estab- 
ijishes Precedent by Fining Eight 
Men Implicated in Scheme of De- 
frauding Patrons by Means of Pic- 
tures on Which Beta Were Piaced— 
Months ef Work Required to Se-

It is true, however, that the 
tribes of the Congo differ vastly from each 
other in disposition. Some are warlike, some 
are peaceful to cowardice, some are genial, 
friendly, open; others are surly, hostile, re- 
served, and treacherous. 


Stanley’s Trail of Blood. 

While I have always felt that Stanley 
looked for trouble and that he left a tral! of 
blood unnecessarly behind him, I recognize 
thatthe Bangala and many of their neighbors 
are less agreeable, lesa kindly, more disposed 
for trouble than many of the other tribes in 
the Free State. It is precisely with these 
tribes that the chief difficulties of the state 
have been. 

Another curious point is shown on Morel’s 
map. From what has been said by critics 
of the state we would be justified in expect- 
ing to find those districts where the white 
man’s influence had penetrated most fully, 
and where he himself existed in greatest 
number, the worst in the matter of atrocity. 
But it is Precisely im these districts that 
Morel's map shows no marks of reported 
atrocities. It is plaih, then, that the officials 
of the Congo Free State are not, as a body, 
men delighting in cruelty and outrage. 
Where there are numbers of them, instead 
of conditions being at their worst they are 
at their happiest... It is only where ihere 
are lonely men, surrounded by depressing 
influences and in the: midst of hostile and 
surly tribes, that these dreadful things are 
found. It is natural to expect that with 
fuller penetration of the white men into 
these districts conditions wil) change hope 
fully. 

But why should we pick out the Congo Free 
State for our assault? Atrocities occur wher- 
ever the white man with his thirst for gold 
comes into contact with “a lower people.” 
He is ever there to exploit; he believes that 
they were created for exploitation. If we 
want to find cruelty, atrocities, al kinds of 
frightful maltreatment, we may find them in 
almost every part.of negro Africa. It ex- 
ista in the French Congo, in German Africa, 
in Nigeria, even in Uganda. If we insist on 
finding it, we may find cruelty, dispossession, 
destruction of life and property in all these 
aredsa The only ruthless act involving the 
death of a black native that we really caw 
was in French territory. If there were any 
object in doing so, we could write a harrow- 
ing story of British iniquity in Africa, but it

British Skirts Not Clear 


Wherever British trade finds native custom 
standing in its way we shall find cruelty. 
Why was King Ja Ja deported? Ihave heard 
an interesting incident connected with his 
case. One who for many years has voyaged 


| up and down the western coast of Africa tells 


| me that while Ja Ja was etill at his height of 
power. the natives of his district, paddling 
near the shoes in their canoes, were always 
happy and joyous. Ja Ja stood im the way 
of the British traders gaining so much mofiey 
as they wanted, and so he wes exiled and 
taken a prisoner to distant lands. From 
the day of his departure the happiness of 
life was gone from all the country. Few na- 
tives put out in their canoes, and those who 
did were silent; the song and laughter of 
former days was hushed. Untilthe day when 
he was brought home-a corpse for burial 
sombernese and sadness settled down upon 
his people, before so gay and light hearted. 

What was it caused the trouble at Benin 
but British greed insisting on opening up a 
territory which its natives desired to keep 
closed? The Benin massacre that followed 
was dreadful, but tt did not begin to compar8 
in frightful bloodshed with the punitive ex- 
peditién which followed—a feat scarce 
worthy of British arms. What was the cause 
of hut tax wers? What is the matter now 
in Netal? Do we know all thet goes on in 
Nigeria? Wherein is excellence in the ex- 
propriation of lands and products in Uganda 
for the benefit of concession companies of 
the same kind exactly as those in Congo”

FRENCH CABINET NEAR END 


CHURCH AND STATE LAW MAY 
SMASH MINISTRY. 


: Premier Clemenceau and Minister of 


Education Briand Unable te Recon- 
cile Their Differences—Former In- 
sists on Radical Measures Against 
Parish Priests—Latter 
More Moderate Course—Friends of 
M. Combes Try to Force Crisis, 


Favors «a 


PARIS, Jan. 31.—The existence of the cabi- 
net is bellevel to be fn danger as @ résult of 
the clash in the chamber of deputies last night 
between Premier Clemenceau and Minister of 
Educattoen Briand. 

While. the ineident was § superficially 
smeothed over, it is learned that it was the 
result of a radical divergence of views re- 
garding the modus vivendi proposition of the 
French bishops. M. Briand, like his chief, 
regards the proposition as being umacceptable 
in its present form, but the former believes 
that the war with the church has gone far 
enough and that if it is possible to reach an 
adjustment the door of conciliation should 
not ibe closed. 

M. Briand takes the position that negotia- 
tions with the French bishops would hot lay 
the government open to the charge ofadmit- 
ting itself in the wrong and thatin any event 
the government should pause for the purpose 
of demonstrating to the country whether the 
church is sincere in its desire to effect a 
working arrangement. 


Premier for Harsh Measures. 

M. Clemenceau, on the other hand, as indai- 
cated by his remark last night, flatly rejects 
even the discussion of the bishops’ proposl- 
tion, and faxors the immediate Issuance of @ 
circular to the prefects notifying them that 
the conditions which the parish priests are 
authorized to propose are entirely unaccept- 
able. He will brook no opposition, and at the 
cabinet meeting held today apparently car- 
ried his point, M. Briand and Finance Minis- 
ter Caillaux being authorized to determine 
to whom the gifts and legactes In possession 
of the church shall ultimately go, in default 
of the formation of cultural associations un- 
der the law toi take over the church property. 

Nevertheless, M. Briand succeeded in hav- 
ing the issuance of the circular to the pre- 
fects postponed untill after the next meeting 
of the cabinet, this giving him in the mean- 
time an opportunity to prepare and present 
his views on the legality of the mayors sign- 
ing contracts for eighteen years, as the Disn- 
ops demand, 


Briand May Resign. 

The announcement at any moment of the 
retirement of M. Briand from the cabinet 
would not cause surprise, and if he goes the 
whole ministry will almost inevitably fol- 
low. The followers of ex-Premier Combes 
have been actively working to undermine 
the cabinet, but ex-Premier Sarrien or M. 
Briand, rather than M. Combes, are consid- 
ered likely to be offered the premiership. 

The radical newspapers are urging M. 
Clemenceau on, insisting that the pursuance 
of his policy of not making any further 
concessions to the vatican is his only salva- 
tion. -The opposition press regards the cab- 
inet as doomed. The Echo de Paris remarks: 

“ The habit of manipulating the overthrow 
of cabinets is so irresistible with M. Clem- 
enceau that he has begun the work of demol- 
ining his own ministry.’’

Considerable 
dissatisfaction, however, is felt over the 
fact that but one viceroy has reeponded te 
the request for information and advice, and 
this came from the viceroy of Turkestan, 
who protested against the introduction of 
the reforms on the ground that in his opinion 
the people of his province are not réady for 
self-government.

BAILEY AS A BULLDOZER, 


TEXAS SENATOR USED THREATS 
AGAINST LEGISLATORS. 


Member of the Lower House Who 
Voted for the Investigation Testi- 


fies He Was Called te the Accused 


Statesman’s Room and Teld He 
Would Be Defeated, as Well as 
Every Other Man Who Favored an 
Inquiry Into the Charges. 


Austin, Tex., Jan. 81L—[Special.]}—FEvi- 
dence of Senator Bailey’s bulldozing tactics 
was submitted to the investigating commit- 
tee today. 

Representative S&S. J. Jénhneon of Gillespie 
county, called asa witness, charged that Sen- 
ator Balley, while resolutions providing for 
the investigation were pending and prior to 
his reélection, had calied into consultation 
members of the legislature and attempted to 
coerce them into voting for him by threaten- 
ing to go into the districts of the members 
who opposed him and defeat them for puDlic 
office. 

“Did you have any conversation with Mr. 
Bailey?” asked W. A. Cooke, who conducted 
the examination for the prosecution. 

“TI was asked by Mr. Blanton, representa- 
tive for Cooke county, to go to Balley’s room 
to see him. I had a conversation with Bailey 
in regard to the investigation. The senator 
asked me if I was one of the signers of the 
Duncan Investigation resolution. I told tim 
I was. He asked why we desired an inves- 
tigation. I told him that owing to the charges 
that had been made against him my people 
desired an investigation. 


People Demanded Inquiry. 

“He asked me if the people of my district 
did not favor his re@lection. I told him that 
nine-tenths of the people of my district fa- 
vored an investigation. J told him that I was 
not his enemy and had never said that he was 
guilty, but I believed it was due tothe people 
and to him that an investigation be held. 
He said he did not see how I could be a friend 
of him and sign the resobution. TI told him 
I was carrying out the wishes of my people. 

‘Mr. Bailey said that he woukd see that 
the people who were opposing him in his 
retlection would never hold another public 
office in this state. He said that he hed a 
little money left, and thanked God he had 
the right of free speech.” 


Bailey Compromised Suit. 

Uscar L. Stribling ‘of Waco appeared be- 
fore the committee today.

“When we see the dominant personality 
of one of the great trunk lines of the coun- 
try announce a 10 per cent dividend in a 
clandestine manner as an incident of a stock 
jobbing speculation; When we see the same 
individual use millions of dollars of the cap- 
ital of one of the roads that he controls to 
buy stock in a competing line, we find a 
justification for the claim of some of those 
principles of our common law whiéh declare 
guch transactions a wrong upon the public.

BILL AIMED AT PACKERS. 


Measure Provides for Ousting Firm 
That Persists in Fighting Small 
Dealer by Underselling--Fenalty of 
from $500 to $5,000, Year in Jail, 
or Both, for Discrimination Be- 
tween Localities—-Attorney General 
Directed to Act.

Springfield, Il., Jan. 31.—[Special.]—Sena- 
tor Walter Clyde Jones of Chicago today in- 
troduced a bill in the senate which seems 
aimed squarely at the Standard Oil company 
and the Chicago packers, although he pro- 
tests that these two industries have not fur- 
nished cause for the proposed legislation. 
His measure is intended to prevent discrim- 
ination betwéen localities in prices of com- 
modities. It provides stiff penalties for vio- 
lation, one of which isan ouster from the 
state. 


The bill te drawn in imitation of laws in 
effect in Arkansas, Kansas, Missouri, and 
Towa. Evidently it would operate to protect 
small dealers from attacks of large corpora- 
tions endeavoring to drive out compctition 
by cutting prices. 


a Use Standard Methods? 

e tactics of the Standard Oil company in 
this kind of commercial warfare have beet 
pretty well uncovered. The same methods 
are against packers in their cam- 
paigns against small independent butchers 
to secure control of markets. 

Senator Jones’ bill provides “ that any per- 
son, firm, company, association, or corpora- 
tien, foreign or domestic, doing business in 
the state, engaged in the production, manu- 
facture, or distribution of any commodity in 
general use, that shall intentionally for the 
purpose. of, destroying the business of a com- 
petitor in any locality discriminate between

the actual cost of transportation from the

The first penalty fixed, by the bill is a fine 
of from $500 to $5,000 for each offense, with 
an alternative of a jail sentence. for one year, 
or both.

President to Reassure Foreigners. 

President Roosevelt's intended letter to the 
imterstate commefce commission wil) have 
the effect it is Intended for—that is, to re- 
assure people abroad as to the stabliity of in- 
vestments in American railroads. The difi- 
culty is, however, that the high monéy rate 
is the result not so much of distrust asof the 

tition of the railroads themselves for 
necessary new capital. They must adjust 
this among themselves in some way, because 
the demands upon the money centers of the 
world have become greater than — cen- 
ters can supply. 

Apparently the prosperity in the United 
Siates has caused a condition where there 
is a legitimate field for investment many 
times in excess of the money which can be 
obteined for investment. This is not a specu- 
lative movement, according to best reports 
here, but is a new and unexpected pinch as 
the direct result of the redundant tebe this 
of the country. 


_ Harder Times Would Be Help. 


It is a funny condition, but it is unques- 
tionably true that the railroads would have 
tter chance if the country were less pros- 
perous for a little while, With smaller crops 
and a lessened output of manufactured ar- 


bh ticles the demand for increised railroad fa- 


‘cilities would not bé so threatening, raffroads 
would not be in such a hurry to make im- 
provements, they would not all be clamoring 
for money at the same time, interest rates 
would go down, and new railroad securities 
within reasonable limits could be readily 
marketed. 

At the present time, however, the railroads 
find themselves in a conditiom where they 
cannot increase their profits except by the 
use of more capital, and they cannot get 
that capital on a basis which would be profit- 
able to them. They must, therefore, wait 
for am easier money market, which, of course, 
will come when the railroads stop bidding 
against each other for cash.

Washington, D. C, Jan. 31.—[Special.}— 
Senator Rayner of Maryland, in a speech full 
-Of satire and bitterness, in the sénate today 
criticised President Roosevelt as a ‘“‘ dicta- 
tor’ anda usurper. Among other things, he 
accused the president of were: 

Making treaties and putting them into 
effect without the consent of the senate. 

Oriticism of the judiciary. 

Intrusion upon the rights of the states. 


Dictation to congress. 

Forcing legislation in congress by compacts 
with the speaker. 

Developing the @octrine of the * unweit- 
ten constitution.’ 


Roosevelt's Honest Impression, 

Before reviewing the specific actions of the 
president, which met his criticism, Mr. Ray- 
ner remarked “the president is laboring 
under the honest impression that he is re- 
sponsible to the country for the legislation 
of congress."’ 

The first instance of “conflict” between 
the executive and legislative functions, Mr. 
Rayner said, was in the Santo Domingo af- 
fair, in Which he seid ** the president has evi- 
dently made his own treaty.’’ Without dis- 
cussing whether the treaty was right, he 
said “the charge that I make is that he 
has accomplished this in violation of the con- 
stitution. The treaty has been practically 
carried into effect without consulting the 
senate.’’ 

Mr. Rayner turned his attention to the 
judiciary, announcing his ‘belief that this 
branch of the government ought to be en- 
tirely free from executive interference. ‘‘ It 
le therefore my judgment,” he added “ the 
criticism by the president of Judge Hum- 
phrey with reference to his decision in the 
case known as the meat packers’ case in 
the Illinois courts was uncalled for and an 
invasion of his judicial prerogatives. We 
cannot tolerate such intrusion on the rights 
of the courts.’ 

Mr. Rayner then. pronounced his disapprov- 
al of the president for his “ intrusion upon 
the states, taking for example the note of 
the president to Gov. Gulld of Massachusetts, 
in which the course of the governor was 
commended in refusing to interfere im the 
carrying out of the denth. sentence against 
Charies L. Tucker. 

While admitting that no technical viola- 
tien of any provision of the constitutiom was 
involved, Mr. Rayner contended that it was 
a practical announcement that the acts of 
state officials'were subject to the approval 
er displeasure of the federal government. 


Dictating to Congress. 

The turbulent times in the senate attend- 
ant on the passage of the railroad rate bill 
next were alluded to by Mr. Rayner. ‘‘ The 
President came into the game early,’’ he 
began, and then added: “ We realize that 
no fight is thoroughly equipped upon this 
floor unless the president is in it. He longs

Lodge Defends Roosevelt. 


Senator Lodge immediately took the floor 

in the senate at the conclusion of Mr. Ray- 
ner’s speech. He said he did not intend to 
enter Into any defense of the president, nor 
was one necessary, for he had rarely heard 
a higher tribute t6 that official than Mr. 
Rayner’s comments. He said he shared Mr. 
Rayner’s view that the executive should not 
interfere with the legislative branch of the 
government... He went a little farther. His 
view was that the legislative ought not to in- 
terfere with the executive. He thought the 
Santo Domingo illustration of Mr. Rayner 
unfortunate, A treaty on that subject was 
pending before the senate, ‘‘and senators 
who iIneline to mix politics with our foreign 
relations can, perhaps, explain. better than I 
why that treaty remains unacted upon,"’ he 
said. 
Mr. Heyburn continued his attack upon the 
president’s land policy. He asserted that the 
creation of forest reserves had raised the 
price of wood for fuel in his state 75 per cent 
and the price of-humber generally from $2? 
to $5 a thousand feet. He said 18,000,000 
acres of land in Idaho had been converted 
into forest reserves. He could make no ex- 
planation of the policy being pursued, unless 
it was “ greed of power.”’

UPHOLDS COLD STORAGE RAID. 


Judge Kohlsaat Sustains Ordinance. 


Under Which City Inspectors Confis- 
cated 47/Barrels of Poultry. 


“Tt is clearly within the police power to 
protect the lives aad health of the people by 
the seizure, condemnation, and destruction 
of impure and dangerousarticles of food.”’ 

This declaration was made by federa? 
Judge Kohlsaat in sustaining the city’s de- 
murrer to a bill brought by the American 
Cold Storage company to restrain the city 
from interfering with the company’s busi- 
nese. 

The court held that the ordinance is valid 
under which health department inspectors 
raided the. cold storage warehouse at 109 
North Canal street, on Oct. 2, 1906, and con- 
fiscated forty-seven berrele of poultry al- 
leged to have been tainted. 

“To require a regular judicial hearing, 
with full opportunity for the owners of the 

to be heard,” the court explained, 
‘* would often defeat the purposes of the law 
by tying the hands of the officers intrustéd 
with the duty of guarding the public against 
the sale of unwholesome food, and would 
be a serious menace to the lives and health 
of the people. 

*‘It will be borne in mind that the or- 
dinance cals for the seizure and destruction 
of only ° putrid, decayed, poisoned, and in- 
fected food."

damus compelling Judge Chytraus to set 
aside these rules and permit her to sue the 
street railroad company ag a poor person.

“ There are several reasons why the sys- 
tem must not be adopted in its entirety in 
this country, and every reason for safe- 
guarding in several ways Whatever issue may 
be authorized.
